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"I had no knowledge; of the PANAY incident until the 
British gunboat LADYE*HD passed by /uhu; I shelled the 
LADYBIRD and took it “to custody and at that time, the 
commanding officer cif the LADYBIRD told re he was going 
to the assistance o: *he 7 \NAV becavse he had gotten wore 
that the PANAY wes in trovdls. <8 was my first knowl- 
edge of the incident," 
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"This was under orders from Lieut enant-General 
YANAGAWA. These orcers read es follows: ‘Nanking being 
in a state of seige, and it annearine th-t enemy troons 
would attemot to flee nostream, Colonel | ASHIMOTO is to 
sink all vessels Proceeding towards Nanking without regard 
to nationality. I believe these orders were issued two 
days before the fall of Nanking. * * *" 
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
